1. The total number of Soviet troops in the Chongjin (Seiehin) (129-49, 41-46) 
area le approximately 5,000. 

There is one infantry regiment of Soviet troops in the Chongjin area. The 
c Amending officer of this regiment is a lieutenant colonel. 


3. la the Chongjin area there is one Soviet artillery unit of approximately 
1,800 men. The commanding officer is a n&Jor, The unit has twelve trucks, 
three jeeps, three large artillery pieces, thirteen email and medium-sized 
artillery pieces and four anti-aircraft guns. 

4. There is one Soviet signal corps unit of approximately 400 man in the 
Chongjin area. The commanding officer is a 1st lieutenant. 


Three anti-aircraft guns, with (bore) diameters of three inches have hean 
set up on Mount Ch'toaa (£. M ) in the Chongjin area by the Soviat 
troops. 

6. toe anti-airefaft gun and on® artillery piece have been set up on Mount 

Tungdae ($£ & ^ ) in the Pukaong ( ib f_ ) District of Chongjin by 
the Soviet troops. 
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
